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The E. German firm BAWJNIUN-SUD is currently buildign an airfield for 
Soviet military jet planes between Kummersdorfi and Kumnersdorf Gut. It is 
located at the former *k artillery range. The firm has opened a canteen 
for its employees which is located at "Shumke Lager", 1 Itii »• #eat of 
Sperenberg. The canteen consists of several buildings which a re part of 

the Soviet caserene and is separated from the caserne proper by barbed wire.

Soviet personnel at the caserne are as follows: Air Force (blue piping and 
bars), and special units (bl&CK shoulder boards and piping). The special 
unit shoulder boards also nave : r~ ws and lightning. The Air Force enlisted 
men, beginning with cerreanrftr , wear the some type of uniform as the 
'officers, i.e. 1 true • r .-ers without cuffs, OD jackets* with open 
collars, shirts with &;ui blue caps. 

Soviet officer fa-ilies live in "Shumke lager" as well as in private 
dwellings. The wives are not very will dressed and many of them still 
have the t pica! Russian hair dos. The wives come to the canteen for 
alrost all of their p.rhcases and especially for vodka, offeen buying 5 
- jV 6 bottles at once. The enlisted men buy jam, rolls and margarine since 
cutter is too expensive for them.
